of King Edward VIII 
was unnounced in Parlia- 
ment yesterday by the 
Prime Minister, Mr Stank, 
Raldwin and almost as soon 
as the news, in brief form, 
was being cabled to different 
parts of the world, radio 
listeners everywhere were 
made aware of the King's 
. determination 1o abdicate, 
through a broadcast from 
Daventry, which included 
ithe full text of — His 
Majesty's renunciation of 
the Throne and his message 
to the people of Britain and 
the Empire. 


In a statement charac- 
ferisedd by its manty, 
straight-forward character, 
,the King declared that after 
‘Jong and anxious considers- 
ftion, he had taken an 
‘irrevocable decision to re- 
nounce the Throne, as the 
heavy burden which rests on 
the shoulders of — the 
Sovereign could only be 
borne in circumstances 
different from those in 
which he now found him- 
self 


In making the announce- 
ment that he had signed the 
instrument of abdication, 
the King expressed appre- 
ciation of the desire which 
had been manifested, for 
him to remain on the 
Throne: and declared that 
jhe knew the same loyalty 
which had been shown him 
would be extended to his 
successor, his brother, the 
Duke of York.
